Control of Canada Thistle 


failure in eradicating Canada 
Thistle by the summerfallow 
method is neglect of the fallow 
field du:ing 
Culiivation must bz continued 
right through until freez>-un. 
There are a number of sum- 
merfallow fields in this muni- 
cipality which have been neg- 
lected, allowing the thistles to 
become well established. When 
this is allowed to happen the 


ind. after harvest. 


root system of the thistle is re- 
slenished with food material 
and the effect of previous cul- 
tivations are practically nullifi- 
ed, 

There is still sufficient time 
to get two more operations on 
the thistle patches. The Wuck 
foot cultivator is a very useful 
implement for this job. The 
last operation should be deep 
and just before freeze-up. Good 
results have been obtained by 
cultivation after the ground is 
frozen a few inches deep. 

It is a good idea to work the 
thistle patches in the stubble 
fields as well as those in the 
summerfallow. Disturbing the 
root system of the thistle thir 
time of year helps weaken it. 
thus assisting greatly in the er- 
adication the next year. 

Farmers whose land is badly 
infested with thistles should 
give scrious thought to sowing 
a crop other than wheat next 
spring. Olli barley sown early 
at a heavy rate with fertilizer 
will be ready to cut before the 
thistles go to seed. This allows 
a considerable period after the 
crop has been taken off, for fall 
cultivation,

the Board. This notice may re- 
quire the tenant to vacate t 
any time during the year, 
Shared accommodation is the 
only type of housing accommo>- 
dation where tenants may be 


asked to vacate at any time.
